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BITRODUCT'IOH 

This  bibliograpliy  grew  out  of  my  efforts  to  collect  sources 
for  the  study  of  a  group  of  longshoremen.     I  found  it  extremely 
difficult  to  find  sovirces  dealing  with  longshoremen  and  almost 
as  difficult  to  find  sources  dealing  with  blue-collar  workers. 
Most  of  the  literature  deai  with  broad  categories  of  occupations 
such  as  skilled  workers,  semi-skilled  workers  and  so  forth. 
Literature  dealing  with  specific  occupations  such  as  longshore- 
men,  construction  workers,  miners,   and  railroaders  is  still 
veiy  scarce.     There  is,  however,  a  small  but  growing  number  of 
scholars  xrho  are  carrying  out  ethnographic  research  dealing  with 
people  Tjho  work  at  one  specific  occupation.     I  have  included 
the  work  of  every  such  scholar  kncim  to  me,  and  have  draxm 
on  the  sources  collected  hy  other  researchers,  specifically 
Frederick  Gamst  of  Rice  University  and  Leif  Landberg  of  the 
Universitjr  of  Rhode  Island,   in  constructing  this  bibliographer. 

Because  the  greatest  amount  of  material  to  be  found  dealing 
with  workers  is  still  in  sociology,   I  have  included  several 
sociological  works   in  this  bibliography.     Another  source  that 
may  be  of  utility  to  researchers  in  this  area  is  Leif  Landberg 's 
"Bibliography  for  the  anthropological  study  of  fishing 
industries  and  maritime  communities"   (University  of  Rhode  Is land j 
Kingston,  Rhode  Island). 

Although  I  have  attempted  to  make  this  bibliography  as 
canprehensive  as  possible,  there  are  undoubtedily  sources  that 
I  have  overlooked,  and  I  would  greatly  appreciate  hearing  from 
anyone  x-rho  Icnows  of  such  sources . 
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
